We run very sensitive receivers in the band (squelch opens at -120 dBm or 0.22 uV) and 
we use the band as a backbone for point to point repeater linking, in-band repeaters, 
moon bounce, as a critical experimental band, a quiet band to use for emergency and 


disaster communications, etc. 
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
